1 . The Examiner acl<nowledges tlie decision from tlie Board of Patent Appeals and 
Interferences on 10/14/09. Claims 10-30 are allowed. 

Oath/Declaration

Claim 28 is statutory where 
the computer readable storage medium has been interpreted as the RAM and flash 
ROM. The specification discloses a processor with a RAM and flash ROM which is the 
computer readable storage medium that stores the instructions which when executed 
carry out the functions described in claim 28. In view of this interpretation, claims 28-30 
are statutory.
